Annual  Meeting  Notes 

President's  Report 

The  Medical  College  of  Virginia  entered  a  renaissance  period  20  years  ago  resulting  in  an  explosive  increase  in 
size  and  in  quality  of  performance  in  each  of  three  major  areas  of  responsibility:  teaching,  patient  care,  and 
research. 

Those  of  you  who  have  walked  the  campus  or  attended  the  tour  of  the  new  Main  Hospital  and  Massey 
Cancer  Center  can  understand  why  we  are  considered  one  of  the  largest  medical  centers  in  the  country  and 
possibly  one  of  its  most  modern  in  terms  of  many  of  our  clinical  facilities.  As  a  faculty  member  of  20  years  I 
can  attest  to  the  fact  that  this  growth  in  size  has  been  attended  by  a  similar  and  remarkable  increase  in  quality. 
We  have  a  large  and  nationally  recognized  faculty  in  many  areas  of  clinical  and  basic  science  activity.  We  now 
have,  among  our  schools,  approximately  2,600  students  in  various  health  care  disciplines  to  supply  the  state 
and  the  region  with  many  of  its  health  care  personnel.  Dr.  Edmund  F.  Ackell,  VCU  president,  has  exerted 
aggressive  and  wise  leadership  in  the  latter  phase  of  this  20-year  development  on  the  MCV  Campus,  and  I 
believe  him  to  be  sympathetic  to  the  alumni  association's  needs  and  efforts  and  long  term  goals. 

The  MCV  Alumni  Association  of  VCU  began  its  renaissance  only  in  recent  years.  We  have  achieved  a 
workable  agreement  with  the  university  which  allows  continued  autonomy  to  best  serve  the  needs  of  our 
alumni.  Our  voice,  the  Scarab,  has  been  markedly  improved.  Divisions  of  the  parent  alumni  association  have 
been  established  to  encourage  and  support  the  special  needs  of  graduates  of  each  school.  Our  monies  reserved 
to  support  the  alumni  facility  have  been  wisely  invested  with  the  help  of  the  MCV  Foundation.  The  parent 
association  is  reaching  more  alumni  than  ever  before,  utilizing  a  small  but  hard  working  staff.  In  the  past  year 
100  separate  mailings  have  been  made  to  various  segments  of  our  organization.  We  have  sponsored 
approximately  40  functions  for  the  alumni  locally,  regionally,  and  nationally,  not  including  reunion  and  class 
parties.  We  have  been  represented  at  functions  not  only  by  your  executive  director  and  officers,  but  by  deans 
and  faculty  members. 

Despite  these  achievements  we  are  woefully  inadequate  in  two  areas.  Annual  giving  is  pitiful  and  our  facility 
is  an  embarrassment.  There  are  approximately  18,000  alumni.  Only  8  percent  donated  only  $100,000  in  1982, 
which  was  less  than  our  small  and  conservative  annual  expenses.  Our  fund  raising  vehicle  is  the  VCU  Annual 
Fund  but  you  can  designate  your  gifts  to  the  MCV  Alumni  Association  of  VCU,  the  MCV  Foundation,  schools 
and  departments  of  your  choice,  or  for  any  other  purpose. 

Because  of  the  deficiencies  in  annual  giving  and  our  current  facility,  we  are  not  carrying  out  our  role  of 
service  to  the  alumni,  the  MCV  Campus,  and  the  university.  More  importantly,  we  are  exerting  little  influence 
on  the  school. 

I  believe  I  speak  for  our  Board  of  Trustees  when  I  say  that  a  markedly  improved  alumni  facility  is  essential  in 
order  to  have  impact  on  the  school.  It  is  a  necessary  symbol  of  our  strength  and  determination  to  have  such  a 
presence  on  campus.  It  will  not  only  better  serve  our  alumni  but  exert  an  influence  on  students,  recruitment, 
and  the  administration.  It  will  be  a  starting  point  from  which  we  alumni  can  begin  to  build  a  more  vital 
association  and  be  a  positive  force  in  the  affairs  of  the  Medical  College  of  Virginia/Virginia  Commonwealth 
University. 

We  ask  you  and  the  membership  at  large  to  take  more  interest  in  your  alumni  association  and  to 
enthusiastically  support  it.  Thank  you.

Secretary's  Report 

As  secretary  of  the  MCV  Alumni  Association  of  VCU,  I  wish  to  report  to  you  on  the  proceedings  of  your 
association  during  the  past  12  months.  The  following  is  a  summary  of  the  Executive  Committee  meetings  held 
on  July  21,  1982,  August  11,  1982,  September  26,  1982,  January  30,  1983,  May  12,  1983,  and  the  Board  of 
Trustees  meetings  conducted  on  September  26,  1982,  November  21,  1982,  January  30,  1983,  and  May  13,  1983. 

Executive  Committee  reports  and  recommendations:  heard,  accepted,  and  board  action  taken  where 
necessary. 

Treasurer's  report:  received  the  auditor's  report  and  the  Investment  Committee  report;  accepted  the 
proposed  budget  before  sending  it  to  VCU  for  funding  in  1983. 

New  facility  report:  conferred  on  numerous  occasions  with  the  architects  concerning  floor  plans  for  a 
renovated  facility  with  additions;  continued  communication  with  university  personnel  asking  them  to  consider 
the  northwest  corner  of  11th  and  Clay  Streets  as  a  site  for  the  relocation  of  an  alumni  center;  and  interviewed 
several  representatives  of  fund  raising  corporations.  McManis  Associates  of  Washington,  D.C.,  was  hired  to  do 
a  feasibility  study  for  fund  raising. 

Membership:  studied  the  current  exclusion  from  voting  of  some  alumni  who  contribute  to  various  areas  of 
the  MCV  Campus,  but  not  through  the  VCU  Annual  Fund;  recommended  an  amendment  to  the  Articles  of 
Incorporation;  acknowledged  that  in  1982  there  was  a  drop  in  the  number  of  contributors  but  an  increase  in  the 
amount  contributed  to  the  VCU  Annual  Fund  as  a  result  of  the  VCU  solicitation  program. 

Editorial:  decided  to  reduce  costs  by  having  the  professionals  at  VCU  Publications  produce  the  Scarab. 

Nominating  Committee:  accepted  the  slate  of  candidates  for  the  Board  of  Trustees  for  1984-86  and  the 
candidates  for  1984  officers. 

Scholarship:  approved  rotating  the  Alumni  Memorial  Student  Award  to  a  1983  student  in  physical  therapy  in 
the  School  of  Allied  Health  Professions,  and  continue  the  two  awards  to  students  in  the  School  of  Medicine. 

Further  business:  selected  the  Alumnus  of  the  Year,  purchased  office  equipment,  provided  minimal  repairs 
to  property,  redesigned  stationery,  welcomed  entering  students,  provided  a  dance  for  the  seniors,  planned 
Reunion  1983. 

In  addition:  expressed  appreciation  to  David  Bagby,  director  of  the  MCV  Foundation,  for  his  assistance  in 
matters  involving  investments  and  his  guidance  in  the  deliberations  concerning  fund  raising.

Recognition  of  the  Past  President 

Dr.  Watlington  asked  Dr.  Thomas  W.  Nooney  to  come  forward,  and  said,  "In  many  ways  Tom  is  the  most 
energetic  person  in  our  organization.  He  did  a  wonderful  job  as  president  and  continues  to  do  a  great  deal  of 
the  work.  Singlehandedly  he  puts  together  the  Scientific  Assembly  each  year.  He  initiated  the  tours  of  the 
campus  which  were  a  great  addition  to  these  weekend  activities.  It  is  particularly  pleasing  to  me  to  honor  him 
because  he  brought  me  into  the  organization,  taught  me  everything,  and  offered  me  his  wise  counsel.  Tom,  we 
would  like  to  honor  you  with  this  pin." 

In  accepting  the  past  presidents'  pin,  Dr.  Nooney  said,  "This  has  been  an  exciting  period  in  my  life,  and  it 
has  been  a  real  pleasure  for  me  to  serve  the  alumni  association.  I  have  enjoyed  working  with  you." 


Alumnus  of  the  Year  Award 

Dr.  Watlington  asked  Mrs.  Rollings  to  present  the  Alumnus  of  the  Year  Award.  She  said: 

"There  will  be  no  confusion  or  case  of  mistaken  identity  today.  You  will  know  the  person  of  whom  I  speak. 
Our  award  winner  is  one  of  the  most  outstanding  alumni  of  this  school.  He's  been  called  crusty  and  feisty,  and 
lots  of  other  things,  I  guess.  But  probably  the  most  apt  adjectives  for  the  alumnus  who  will  receive  the  award 
today  are  dedicated,  honest,  and  effective. 

Then  you  should  put  all  those  adjectives  in  front  of  the  word  which  is  the  most  significant — he  is  a 
gentleman. 

I  think  I'm  supposed  to  wait  to  the  end  to  tell  you  who  it  is,  but  you  have  already  figured  it  out.  Our  award 
winner  today  is  Senator  Edward  E.  Willey.  Ed  has  been  referred  to  as  the  Senate's  shepherd,  a  man  of  strong 
opinions  and  almost  unbelievable  candor.  He  has  a  flair  and  has  guided  the  Commonwealth  of  Virginia 
through  many  difficult  situations.  He  has  helped  Virginia  and  the  Medical  College  of  Virginia/Virginia 
Commonwealth  University  in  untold  ways  in  his  position  as  slicer  of  the  state  budget's  pie. 

He  has  been  concerned  with  the  health  and  welfare  of  the  citizens  of  Virginia  and  I  think  we  owe  him  a  great 
debt. 


He  has  been  quoted  as  saying  that  medical  legislation  simply  cries  out  for  attention  and  consideration.  His 
strong  feelings  about  health  needs  has  led  him  to  be  the  most  important  cog  in  the  expansion  of  our  new 
facilities.  He  has  managed  to  find  generous  dollars  in  that  budgetary  pie  when  we've  had  a  real  need. 

Upon  occasion  the  lawyers  in  the  General  Assembly  have  been  of  concern  to  Senator  Willey.  He  succinctly 
states  that  there  are  too  many  lawyers  practicing  medicine  and  pharmacy.  I  think  he's  right.  Senator  Willey 
encourages  all  of  us  to  become  involved,  to  be  a  part  of  the  legislative  process,  to  do  what  we  should  do  as 
citizens  of  the  state.  I  think  he's  right  when  he  says  we  need  to  get  into  politics  or  get  out  of  the  health  care 
services. 

In  summary  I  give  you  a  portion  of  his  resume.  He  was  born  in  Frederick  County,  graduated  from  Warren 
County  High  School,  the  School  of  Pharmacy,  served  on  Richmond's  Board  of  Aldermen,  served  on  numerous 
committees  in  the  General  Assembly,  became  president  pro-tem  of  the  Virginia  Senate,  is  the  senior  member  of 
the  Senate,  and  is  on  the  Governor's  Advisory  Committee  on  the  Budget.  He  has  been  past  president  of  the 
Richmond  and  the  Virginia  Pharmaceutical  Associations.  He  was  the  recipient  of  the  Pharmacy  Alumnus  of 
the  Year  award  and  today  Ed  becomes  the  Alumnus  of  the  Year  of  the  MCV  Alumni  Association  of  VCU  .  .  . 
Senator  Edward  E.  Willey." 

Senator  Willey  responded:  "Maybe  I  can  respond  to  all  that  stuff  from  where  I  sit  in  this  corner.  This  isn't  the 
first  time  Ed  Ackell  has  had  me  hemmed  in  a  corner.  The  MCV  Campus  always  has  a  lot  of  requests  and 
President  Ackell  calls  me  his  guardian  angel.  He  comes  over  and  expects  me  to  come  up  with  dollars  after  the 
budget  is  all  over  and  everybody  has  gotten  his  piece.  My  colleagues  have  been  very  understanding.  We  have 
one  of  the  finest  hospitals  of  any  state  in  the  union.  I  know  about  it  because  I  was  over  there  about  a  month 
ago  and  I  needed  a  guide  to  get  back  to  my  room  because  the  place  is  so  big.  I  want  to  say  to  you  that  you  do 
need  to  get  involved.  You  must  tell  people  the  importance  of  this  institution  and  why  we  need  to  keep  it  at  the 
very  top  of  the  list.  The  University  of  Virginia  has  many  alumni  over  at  the  General  Assembly  and  every  time  I 
come  up  with  something  for  VCU  they  want  something  for  UVA.  So  there  is  quite  a  bit  of  competition  for  the 
state's  dollars.  You  need  to  lobby  about  the  importance  of  this  institution  and  the  service  that  it  performs. 
Some  think  because  this  is  a  state  hospital  that  nobody  has  to  pay  his  bill;  the  state  is  going  to  pay  for 
everybody.  So  you  must  be  knowledgeable  about  your  campus  and  you  must  inform  others. 

I  have  enjoyed  working  for  the  Medical  College  of  Virginia  Campus.  It  was  kind  to  me  back  in  1930,  the  year 
it  let  me  graduate,  and  it  enabled  me  to  make  a  living  all  these  years.  I  am  grateful  for  this  honor  and  I  thank 
the  MCV  Alumni  Association  of  VCU  very  much."

Dr.  Watlington  asked  for  nominations  from  the  floor.  Mr.  Leavitt  moved  the  nominations  be  closed.  It  was 
approved  and  the  candidates  for  office  were  elected  unanimously. 

Membership  Change  in  the  Articles  of  Incorporation 

Dr.  Wiley  stated  that  the  Board  of  Trustees  passed  a  resolution  on  September  26,  1982,  to  amend  Article  III, 
and  he  presented  the  amendment  for  adoption  at  this  annual  meeting.  Alumni  present  approved  the 
amendment  so  that  Article  III  is  changed  to  read  as  follows: 

Members 
Section  1.  The  membership  of  the  MCV  Alumni  Association  of  VCU  shall  consist  of  three  classes — active, 

associate,  and  honorary. 
Section  2.  Active  members  shall  be  composed  of  all  graduates  of  the  institution  and  all  former  students  who 

attended  at  least  two  semesters.  They  shall  have  the  privilege  of  voting  and  of  holding  office. 
Section  3.  Associate  members,  who  may  neither  vote  nor  hold  office,  shall  be  composed  of  the  following: 

(a)  Any  non-alumnus  or  faculty  member  who  has  contributed  for  five  (5)  consecutive  years  or  more. 

(b)Any  non-alumnus  house  officer  who  has  contributed  for  two  (2)  consecutive  years  or  more. 
Once  designated  an  associate  member  in  either  class  (a)  or  (b)  above,  additional  contributions  are  encouraged  but 
not  required  to  retain  membership. 
Section  4.  Honorary  members  are  persons  so  designated  by  the  board  for  conspicuous  service  to  the  alumni 

association.  They  shall  neither  vote  nor  hold  office. 


Acceptance  Speech 

Dr.  Watlington  introduced  the  president-elect,  Dr.  George  J.  Oliver,  Jr.,  who  said: 

"As  did  my  predecessors  on  this  occasion,  I  feel  it  is  a  great  honor  and  I'm  humbled,  but  I'm  also  a  little  bit 
nervous. 

As  you  have  heard  the  MCV  Alumni  Association  of  VCU  is  presently  in  the  midst  of  a  feasibility  study  of  the 
largest  project  in  the  history  of  this  organization.  I  speak,  of  course,  of  the  possible  relocation  and  expansion  of 
our  headquarters.  It  would  be  premature  to  present  the  particulars  of  this  project  at  this  time,  but  I  can  assure 
you  that  it  is  a  tremendous  undertaking  for  this  group,  and  it  will  require  the  support  and  participation  of  a 
large  segment  of  the  alumni.  As  you  might  anticipate  this  great  undertaking  is  the  source  of  my  nervousness. 

This  brings  me  to  another  concern  and  that  relates  to  the  small  percentage  of  graduates  of  our  schools  who 
are  active  members  of  the  alumni  association.  I  believe  the  latest  figure  is  in  the  range  of  8  percent.  I  would 
urge  each  of  you  to  recruit  those  graduates  who  are  not  presently  active  members  of  our  organization.  I  feel 
that  the  alumni  association  is  rapidly  becoming  much  more  than  a  mechanism  for  social  gatherings  and 
presently  can  offer  a  great  deal  to  its  members.  There  is  every  indication  that  this  offering  will  become  greater. 

I  look  forward  with  great  enthusiasm  to  serving  as  your  president.  Thank  you." 

After  brief  announcements  Dr.  Watlington  thanked  Mrs.  Jane  K.  Garber,  Mrs.  Frances  W.  Kay,  and  Mrs. 
Marianne  R.  Rollings  for  their  successful  planning  for  Reunion  1983. 
On  the  motion  of  Mr.  Leavitt  the  meeting  was  adjourned  at  2:15  pm.

Graduation  day 

Dr.  Robert  Archer  Wilson,  com- 
mencement speaker  for  May's 
graduation  exercises,  told  over 
3,000  graduates  of  the  university 
that  learning  is  a  lifelong  en- 
deavor. 

Wilson,  rector  of  Richmond 
Professional  Institute  from  1970- 
72,  said,  "The  ultimate  truth  is  the 
search  for  truth."  He  cited  himself 
as  an  example  of  a  lifelong 
learner;  after  he  retired  as  a 
partner  from  the  advertising  firm 
of  Cargill,  Wilson  &  Acree,  he 
returned  to  school  and  earned 
both  a  master's  degree  and  Ph.D. 
in  education. 

The  university  awarded  Wilson 
its  Edward  A.  Wayne  Medal  for 
his  service  and  support  to  the 
institution.  In  addition,  three 
honorary  doctor  of  humanities 
degrees  were  awarded.  Recipients 
were  Sydney  and  Frances  Lewis, 
founders  of  Best  Products  Co., 
Inc.,  for  their  interest  and  finan- 
cial support  in  behalf  of  higher 
education  and  the  arts;  and 
author  Tom  Wolfe,  a  Richmond 
native  cited  as  the  "chief  chroni- 
cler of  the  turbulent  1960s  and 
1970s."

Clinically 
speaking 


A  book  exploring  the  various 
roles  of  clinical  nurse  specialists 
has  been  written  and  co-edited  by 
Ann  B.  Hamric,  assistant  director 
of  nursing  education,  and  Judy 
Spross,  a  graduate  clinical  nurse 
specialist. 

The  Clinical  Nurse  Specialist  In 
Theory  and  Practice  examines  the 
early  development,  current  state, 
and  future  evolution  of  practice 
by  clinical  nurse  specialists.  The 
315-page  book  is  designed  for  use 
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not  only  as  a  nursing  textbook, 
but  as  a  reference  for  health 
administrators.  Administrative 
issues  discussed  include  evalua- 
tion, cost  effectiveness,  and  the 
clinical  nurse  specialist's  position 
within  the  organizational  struc- 
ture. 

As  senior  editor,  Hamric 
solicited  chapter  contributions 
from  specialists  across  the  country 
with  clinical  experience  or  admin- 
istrative expertise.  A  clinical 
specialist  herself  in  neurosurgical 
and  orthopedic  nursing,  Hamric 
received  her  bachelor's  degree  in 
nursing  at  Vanderbilt  University 
and  a  master's  degree  from  the 
University  of  California  at  San 
Francisco.  Spross  is  specializing  in 
oncology  nursing  at  Dartmouth- 
Hitchcock  Medical  Center. 

Alumni  action 

A  new  Alumni  Council  has  been 
established  to  represent  all 
graduates  of  the  university  in  a 
single  organization. 

The  council  caps  the  total 
alumni  structure.  It  draws  its 
membership  from  the  existing 
MCV  Alumni  Association  of  VCU 
and  the  VCU  Alumni  Association, 
plus  officers  of  the  two  associa- 
tions' divisions. 

With  establishment  of  the 
Alumni  Council,  the  university 
can  look  to  a  single  group  of 
alumni  for  support.  Council 
leadership  will  come  from  leaders 
in  the  existing  groups,  and  the 
two  associations  will  continue  to 
represent  the  MCV  Campus  and 
the  Academic  Campus.  Each 
division  will  represent  alumni 
who  studied  in  a  particular 
school. 

The  Alumni  Activities  Office 
has  current  addresses  for  over 
52,000  alumni  of  VCU,  Richmond 
Professional  Institute,  and  MCV. 

Sixty-eight  percent  of  alumni 
live  in  Virginia,  with  almost 
20,000  in  the  Richmond  metropol- 
itan area.  The  remainder  live  in 
each  of  the  50  states  and  in  49 
foreign  countries. 


Computers 
and  health  care 

Humana  Inc.  has  pledged  a 
$60,000  grant  to  strengthen  the 
use  of  computers  in  the  Depart- 
ment of  Health  Administration's 
graduate  program. 

The  grant  will  be  used  to 
develop  an  integrated  and  com- 
prehensive program  of  computer 
assisted  education.  The  money 
will  also  provide  funding  for 
microcomputers,  management 
software  packages,  lectures,  a 
computer  analyst,  and  general 
management  of  the  project. 
Humana  Inc.  is  a  hospital  com- 
pany based  in  Louisville,  Ken- 
tucky, that  owns  and  operates 
acute  care  community  hospitals  in 
23  states  and  three  European 
countries. 

The  Department  of  Health 
Administration  will  utilize  the 
updated  computer  system  to 
improve  the  quality  of  its  educa- 
tional program.  The  department 
also  plans  to  increase  the  use  of 
computers  in  all  areas  of  the 
curriculum  including  strategic 
planning,  organization  and 
human  management,  financial 
management,  management 
science,  and  applied  field  exer- 
cises. 

"It  is  significant  that  this  is  the 
first  major  grant  provided  by 
Humana  to  a  health  administra- 
tive program.  By  supporting  the 
use  of  high  technology  in  gradu- 
ate education,  Humana  Inc. 
makes  a  very  visible  and  impor- 
tant commitment  to  improving 
the  quality  of  training  given  to 
future  health  administrators," 
says  Dr.  Roice  D.  Luke,  depart- 
ment chairman. 

The  program  will  be  introduced 
in  two  steps,  the  assessment  of 
existing  computer  technologies 
for  use  in  management  decision 
making  in  hospitals,  and  the 
implementation  of  the  program 
into  the  graduate  curriculum. 


Humana  will  provide  the  grant 
in  $30,000  installments  in  June 
1983  and  June  1984.  In  addition  to 
financial  support  Humana  will 
offer  the  advisory  help  of  their 
information  systems  and  educa- 
tion staff. 

Operation  of  the  project  will  be 
directed  by  Dr.  Ramesh  Shukla, 
who  will  be  supported  by  a 
departmental  steering  committee 
including  Yasar  Ozcan,  Dr.  Louis 
Rossiter,  and  Dr.  Thomas  T.H. 
Wan.

A  one-week,  mini-lecture  series 
was  sponsored  by  the  School  of 
Dentistry's  Continuing  Education 
Office  in  July. 

The  program  of  events  was 
specially  designed  to  accommo- 
date the  demanding  schedules  of 
today's  dentists.  Each  morning 
from  8  am  to  noon  a  series  of 
lectures  was  presented  by  four 
leading  clinicians  discussing 
current  topics  in  the  field.  Each 
afternoon  and  evening  was  left 
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free  for  participants  to  enjoy 
Virginia  Beach  and  the  surround- 
ing areas. 

Speakers  for  the  program 
included  Dr.  James  W.  Clark, 
professor  and  chairman,  Depart- 
ment of  Periodontics  at  the 
Medical  College  of  Georgia. 
Clark's  presentations  were 
"Periodontics:  Mother  Lode  of 
Modern  Dental  Practice?,"  "Nutri- 
tion: The  Cinderella  of  Periodon- 
tal Therapy,"  and  "Synthetic 
Bone:  Miracle  Material  or 
Mirages?" 

Dr.  Richard  P.  Elzay,  professor 
and  chairman,  Department  of 
Oral  Pathology  at  the  university, 
spoke  on  "Etiology  of  Oral 
Cancer,"  "Common,  Benign  Soft 
Tissue  Lesions,"  "Commonly 
Occurring  Cysts,"  and  "Dermato- 
logic  Conditions  Manifested  in 
the  Oral  Cavity." 

Dr.  Richard  D.  Jordan,  adjunct 
faculty,  Department  of  Fixed 
Prosthodontics,  University  of 
North  Carolina,  discussed  "Re- 
storing the  Unrestorable  Tooth," 
"Treatment  of  Worn  Dentitions," 
and  "Color  Modifications  of 
Extrinsic  and  Intrinsic  Porcelain 
Restorations." 

Dr.  Sandra  Madison,  former 
assistant  professor,  Department 
of  Endodontics  at  the  University 
of  Iowa,  presented  "Vital  Pulp 
Therapy,"  "Diagnosis  and  Treat- 
ment of  Infections  of  Endodontic 
Origin,"  and  "Surgical  Endodon- 
tic Technics." 

Dr.  Roger  A.  Meyer,  associate

MCV  Foundation 
grants  over 
$1  million 

The  Medical  College  of  Virginia 
Foundation  has  granted  over  $1 
million  to  the  MCV  Campus  and 
MCVH  for  fiscal  year  1983-84.  Of 
this  amount  approximately  75 
percent  has  been  allocated  to  the 
various  schools  from  both  re- 
stricted and  unrestricted  sources. 

David  Bagby,  executive  director 
of  the  MCV  Foundation,  says, 
"Supplementary  financial  support 
for  outstanding  faculty,  research- 
ers, and  students  will  be  a  major 
area  of  funding  this  fiscal  year." 
Faculty  support  from  restricted 
funds  will  impact  the  Department 
of  Medicine,  Department  of 
Orthodontics,  Division  of  Immu- 
nology and  Connective  Tissue, 
and  Department  of  Pharmacology 
in  the  School  of  Basic  Sciences. 

In  addition  to  faculty  support, 
funds  will  be  used  to  purchase 
equipment  for  research  and 
patient  care  projects.  Significant 
grants  for  equipment  were 
awarded  to:  the  Department  of 
Otolaryngology  for  equipment 
and  supplies  for  the  temporal 
bone  lab;  MCVH  for  equipment 
for  the  study  and  prevention  of 
sudden  infant  death  syndrome 
and  sleep  apnea,  and  a  patient 
transporter  in  the  burn  unit;  and 
in  the  School  of  Pharmacy  for  a 
gas  chromatograph  system. 

For  the  second  consecutive 
year,  the  Foundation  will  be 
covering  the  production  cost  of 
public  service  announcements 
which  are  intended  to  help  create 
a  better  statewide  awareness  of 
the  quality  programs  and  care  at 
MCVH.  The  MCV  Hospitals 
Health  Line  Information  System 
will  also  be  promoted  in  these 
spots. 

During  1983-84,  the  Foundation 
will  pay  the  final  installment 
toward  its  $1  million  pledge  to  the 
Massey  Cancer  Center  building 
fund. 


Pharmacy 
alumnus  award 

E.  Claiborne  Robins,  chairman  of 
the  board  of  A.  H.  Robins  Com- 
pany, has  received  the  Distin- 
guished Alumnus  Award  from 
the  pharmacy  division  of  the 
MCV  Alumni  Association  of 
VCU. 

Robins  received  his  B.S.  in 
pharmacy  in  1933.

letters  from  Virginia  Union 
University. 

Robins  is  the  third  recipient  of 
the  Distinguished  Alumnus 
Award  which  was  established  to 
recognize  pharmacy  alumni  who 
have  distinguished  themselves  by 
making  various  contributions  to 
the  profession. 

New  facility 
named 

The  VCU  Board  of  Visitors 
approved  in  May  the  naming  of 
the  university's  cancer  center,  the 
Massey  Cancer  Center.  The  center 
was  named  in  honor  of  Richmond 
businessman  and  philanthropist, 
William  E.  Massey,  Sr.;  his  wife, 
Margaret  H.  Massey;  and  his 
brother,  the  late  Evan  Massey. 
Gifts  by  William  Massey,  Sr. 
and  his  family,  the  family  of  the 
late  Mr.  Evan  Massey,  and  the 
Massey  Foundation  total  over  $1.4 
million.  A  recent  gift  of  $500,000 
from  Massey  will  allow  the 
university  to  complete  construc- 
tion of  the  medical  facility,  which 
is  the  largest  of  its  kind  in  the 
state. 
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VCU  President  Edmund  F. 
Ackell  said  the  facility  will  be 
renamed  "in  recognition  of  the 
generous  and  continuous  sup- 
port" by  Massey  and  his  family. 

Ackell  noted  that  over  the 
years,  in  addition  to  his  gifts  to 
the  cancer  center,  Massey  has 
supported  numerous  other 
medical  programs  at  the  univer- 
sity. 

"We  are  gratified  by  this 
impressive  contribution,"  Ackell 
said,  "which  will  allow  the 
university  to  accelerate  comple- 
tion of  the  center.  The  center  will 
not  only  serve  Virginians  but  will 
play  a  key  role  in  the  national 
effort  to  more  effectively  treat  and 
cure  cancer." 

Dr.  Walter  Lawrence,  Jr.,  center 
director,  praised  "the  generosity 
of  the  Massey  family  and  their 
past  and  current  support  of  the 
cancer  center  which  will  have  a 
major  impact  on  our  anticancer 
efforts  for  many  years  to  come." 

William  E.  Massey,  Sr.  retired 
in  1977  as  chairman  of  the  board 
of  A.  T.  Massey  Coal  Company 
after  serving  in  various  capacities 
including  president  and  chief 
operating  officer  for  more  than  50 
years.  The  firm  was  founded  by 
his  father  in  1916. 

The  Richmond  based  company 
is  a  worldwide  coal  exporter 
whose  facilities  include  terminals 
in  Charleston,  South  Carolina, 
and  Newport  News,  Virginia. 


Transplant 

program 

established 

A  liver  transplantation  program 
has  been  established  to  accept 
adult  and  pediatric  patients  with 
severe  liver  diseases.  MCVH 
administrators  anticipate  the 
program  will  begin  accepting 
patients  in  late  summer  or  early 
fall  of  this  year. 


The  director  of  the  liver  trans- 
plantation program,  Dr.  H.  M. 
Lee,  indicates  the  program  is 
being  established  because  refined 
surgical  techniques  and  new 
drugs  to  fight  rejection  of  donor 
organs  have  made  liver  transplan- 
tation a  viable  form  of  treatment. 
The  procedure  offers  hope  of 
genuine  rehabilitation  for  patients 
with  severe  liver  disease. 

The  University  of  Pittsburgh 
currently  operates  the  largest  liver 
transplantation  program  in  the 
country.  Recent  improvements  in 
the  procedure  have  spurred  the 
establishment  of  additional  liver 
transplant  centers  across  the 
nation.  Recently,  the  University  of 
Minnesota  and  the  University  of 
Tennessee  have  started  accepting 
patients. 

The  liver  transplantation 
program  will  be  an  extension  of 
existing  transplant  programs.  Any 
transplantation  program  requires 
total  institutional  commitment  to 
provide  a  coordinated  effort,  and 
MCVH  is  particularly  able  to 
provide  this  procedure  to  patients 
because  of  its  experience  with 
transplants  dating  back  to  the  late 
1950s. 

Currently  established  organ 
transplant  programs  include 
heart,  kidney,  cornea,  and  skin 
transplants. 

MCVH  has  an  organ  procure- 
ment program,  experienced 
transplant  surgeons,  and  a 
sophisticated  transplantation 
laboratory  to  evaluate  prospective 
recipients,  match  donor  organs, 
and  monitor  patients  for  rejection 
or  other  complications. 

The  liver  transplantation 
program  will  be  jointly  run  by  the 
Departments  of  Surgery,  Pediat- 
rics, and  Medicine,  with  coopera- 
tion from  hospital  support  ser- 
vices in  anesthesia,  nursing, 


social  work,  and  the  blood  bank. 
Dr.  Gerardo  Mendez-Picon  will 
coordinate  surgical  aspects  of  the 
program,  Dr.  Wallace  Berman  will 
coordinate  pediatric  services,  and 
Dr.  Robert  Carithers  will  be 
responsible  for  medical  services. 


Pharmacology 
professorship 

A  grant  of  $50,000  has  been 
awarded  the  Department  of 
Pharmacology  by  Sterling  Drug, 
Inc.  to  establish  a  Sterling  Drug 
Visiting  Professorship.  The  grant 
was  made  in  honor  of  Dr.  Louis  S. 
Harris,  a  distinguished  research 
scientist  and  educator  in  the  field 
of  pharmacology. 

Harris,  who  has  been  a  profes- 
sor and  chairman  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Pharmacology  since  1972, 
is  author  or  co-contributor  to 
more  than  200  scientific  publica- 
tions dealing  with  pharmacology, 
chemistry,  and  drugs.  Among  his 
more  general  writings  is  an  article 
on  analgesics  for  the  Encyclopedia 
Britannica. 

Sterling  established  the  Visiting 
Professorship  program  in  1979  to 
promote  the  interchange  of 
knowledge  between  colleges  and 
universities  in  the  field  of  phar- 
macology. Proceeds  from  the 
endowment  enable  the  school  to 
invite  a  guest  professor  to  the 
campus  for  a  week  each  year  to 
present  lectures,  conduct  work- 
shops and  seminars,  and  partici- 
pate in  other  educational  ses- 
sions. The  award  in  Harris'  name 
is  the  tenth  Visiting  Professorship 
awarded  by  Sterling  to  leading 
universities.
